In anatomical structure 
a great similarity to man is found in the 
hog, and in general appearance, size and 
location, the internal organs of the latter 
may be considered a copy of the former 
The human brain is, however, an exception 
being larger; the largest, in fact, found in 
the animal kingdom in proportion to the 
size of the body to which it belongs as a 
class. 

Ths human integument is double; the 
outer layer is termed the cuticle, the inner 
the true skin. Ths former may be raised 
by a blister, which is a life process, as 
dead flesh may be burned but never blis- 
tered. It is without feeling, has few points 
of interest,. and may be oonstdered as a 
shield simply for ths true skin underneath. 
The latter is so abundantly supplied with 
minute nerves and blood vessels that we 
can hardly insert a needle anywhere on 
the body without drawing blood and feel 
ing pain. The sensitiveness of the skin is 
early taught the child by the mothers 
hand, and the master's ferule often keeps 
up the recollection. The true skin serves 
as a soil for the growth of the hairs, near 
the roots of which are oil glands which 
give the hairs a glossy coating by their se 
cretion. Ths hairs are much like corn 
stalks, with a bard exterior and pithy in 
aide. The coloring matter is deposited in 
the latter. If this coloring matter is de 
posited through loss of vigor in ths secre- 
tory functions, grayness supervenes; and 
if the roots of the hair fail ia their func- 
tions, wholly, baldness oomes on. Gray 
nees arises by degrees generally, but oases 
are known where the hair of the head has 
been blanched completely in a single 
night or other space of time nearly as 
limited, and owing to mental anxiety 
generally. The case of Captain West, form- 
erly of the steamer Atlantic, has been stat- 
ed as one occasioned by the care and labor 
incident to a storm at sea, when all on 
board the vessel expected for hours to go to 
the bottom. Two others came under my no 
tice in New York city. Preparations for 
coloring the hair and obviating grayness 
in that way often contain milk of sulphur 
and sugar of load, sometimes bay oil, a res- 
inous oil which, when eat by alehobol, 
forms bay rum. This oil is said to pro- 
mote a dark color in the hair if used by it- 
self. Baldness is difficult to overcome of- 
ten, especially in the aged, though there 
are preparations recommended for remov- 
ing it, which, 'tis said, will renew the hair 
worn off an old trunk, or if spread on a 
shingle will make a shoe brush of it in 
twenty four hours.

Innumerable tubes pass through the skin, 
by means of which much of the fluids taken 
into the body is excreted, passing away 
ordinarily as insensible perspiration, but 
under certain circumstances becoming vis- 
ible. The daily amount is estimated by 
pounds. Ths outlets of these tubes are 
called pores. ^aW* constantly passing 
away in the brrfwtfl^c >*r-not notioe it 
save oa frosty mornings, but as much pass 
es sway through the skin as through the 
lungs. Rubber clothing ten Is to prevent 
the evaporation of this vapor which has 
passed outwardly, and clothing underneath 
this impervious substance becomes damp. 
Overshoes make the feet sweat, as it is said, 
for this reason. Flannel, oa the other 
hand, from its porous nature absorbs read- 
ily and allows of evaporation promptly, 
consequently is as desirable for a covering 
next ths surface as the rubber is objection* 
able. The moisture, above spoken of, con- 
stantly passing away through the skin, 
holds a small quantity of organic matter 
solution, estimated at from one to two 
ounces per week. It is said to be albu- 
men (or white of egg) "in a state of incip- 
ient decomposition." Albumen is the ba- 
sis of all animal organized substances. If 
this excretion could be stopped wholly and 
at once, say by a varnish applied to the 
•kin, the result would doubtless be soon 
fatal; if otherwise impeded by taking oold 
and closing of the pores at the surface, the 
transferring of this matter from the exter- 
nal to the internal and complementary sur- 
face may give rise to the false membrane 
of croup, tuburcle and consumption, or ca- 
tarrh, the albumenous deposit in the urine 
•r chronic diarrhea. 

The nails, warts and corns, are all growths 
from the true skin, the latter being of a 
horny nsture, and, like the former, for the 
protection of exposed members. The twing- 
ing pain felt in the corns at changes of 
weather shows them possessed of more vi - 
tality than would be found in hardened 
cuticle merely. 

The coloring matter of the skin is depos- 
ited between the two layers which cmpose 
the structure, or, more accurately, on 
the under surface of the cuticle and is de- 
rived from the iron in the blood. Light, 
but more partieularly a continuous eleva- 
ted temperature,darkens the hue of the skin 
and determines the color. The action of 
light in giving color to plants is well known 
Hot latitudes maks dark skins, while 
cold ones bleach them. Heat and exces- 
sive perspiration on the scalp makes the 
hair curl to a greater or less degree in all. 
The protruding jaw of the negro is charac- 
teristic of the savage stats. Civilization 
tends to its reduction, and to change the 
form of the head generally. The appli- 
ances, therefore, oi latitude, and the changes 
iaduced by civilization, would doubt- 
less in time make of the African another 
person, without any admixture of foreign 
blood; while there is a tendency in man, 
generally, to unity, rather than diversity 
under the earns conditions and appliances. 
The subject of the unity of the race cannot, 



by the atmosphere, but in the temperate 
tones the skin need's a proper protection, 
otherwise the inner surface of the body, 
wkieb is but a continuation of the outer, 
must do the work of the latter. Ons of the 
first symtoms of consumption is a dead, 
pearly whiteness of the countenance, the 
very opposite of health. Chronic diarrhea, 
that scourgs of the hospital, brought on 
by wet clothes aad sleeping on the ground, 
practices unavoidable in the soldier, but 
nonetheless deadly, may be easily explain- 
ed on this theory. In no one place can 
the "ounce of prevention' be so profitably 
applied as to the care of ths outside in suoh 
exposures. 

Non-conductors should be worn in sum- 
mer as well as in winter. The coolest dress 
a person could wear in summer would be 
one of woolen as tight as the skin 
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tighter than that, as one fellow complaine 
his pants were, for he said hs could si 
down in his skin without splitting it, but 
he couldn't ia his pants. Laborers at forges 
and furnaces wear woolen shirts 
which absorb the perspiration readily an 
allow it to evaporate, which process cool 
the surface, while cotton will not only 
absorb moisture but retain jt more persist 
ently. If non-conducting clothing is desi 
rable in the working hours, mnoh more so is 
it proper when the body reposes passively 
People take sold much more easily when 
asleep than awake, and hence woolen 
sheets and blankets are worth adoption as 
bedding to the exclusion of cotton; and it 
is quite possible that a silk or woolen cap 
might be of signal service in preventing 
baldness and grayness, as such an article is 
recommend-d to those who are sufferers from 
neuralgia in the head. 

The worth of the physioal exercise as a 
means in keeping the skin in a healthy 
condition can hardly be'overrated. It 
gives a healthy hue to the cheeks and vig- 
to the excreting functions generally. 
It is not necessary or adviaabls to exercise 
violently, and the severer movements of 
the gymnasium and the boat race, draw 
ing powerfnlly on both muscular and ner- 
vous systems, are entirely unnecessary if not 
positively injurious so far as mere exer- 
cise for health is concerned. Thsre is no 
necessity for eschewing utilitarian labor, 
even such an gardening, sawing of wood, 
shoveling of snow, or even walking, anct 
the youth who engages in such labors as 
will aid others as well as himself is doubly 
a benefactor. The effect of temperature and 
exercise, or the want of it combined, is well 
shown in the monkey. In his native woods 
surrounded by a tropical heat, life is con 
stant motion with- him. Brought north 
and caged, with limited opportunities for 
movement, he dies with consumption, and 
foul air gets the curse, while a proper un 
derstanding of the aotion of the external 
surface under the two conditions would 
suggest quite a different epitaph.

Mr. Ben act C. Fowler, of Fnirhaven, Con- 
necticut, who has just been released from 
the Old Capitol Prison at Waaaiagtoa, 
called at this offiee yesterday, and made a 
brief ntatement sf his ease ns follows: 
Last fnll he left his homo te travel for the 
benefit of his health, which was very pons 
and to ascertain in retard te his son, who 
was serving in the Union etmy. Oa hie 
arrival at Washington for that purpose hs 
put up at the Mitchell House.

Bantiag. whose case has create.! a great 
deal of controversy, is an Englishman who 
gained tbe balk of Falslaff by living chiefly 
on farinaceous food, and reduced his 
weight by taking up a meat diet. The 
success of his experiments has furnished 
topics foi half the journals and magez.nea 
in England, and reminds the London Six- 
penny Magazine of some remarkable cases 
of obesity ; also prompting it to an explana- 
tion of the causes of excessive fatness 

Various are the opinions concerning the 
cause of excessive corpulence. By some it 
is attrii utcd to too great an activity iu the 
digestive functions, producing a rapid as- 
similation of our food; by others to the pre- 
dominance of the liver ; while indolence and 
apathy, such a: is commonly observed in 
the wealthy monastic orders, are considered 
as occasioning a laxity of fiber favorable to 
this 'iiboitpoiit'.. 

li is certain that exercise, anxiety of 
mind, waut of sleep, and spare food we* cir- 
cumstance* opposed to fatuce*. This fact 
is illustrated by Shake pears, when Cesar 
says to Antony 1 

"Let me hare men about me that are fat - 

Si. .,k lieaaeri rueu. aud cich as sleep o' u'~l>t ; 

Yuu CaMMta has a lean and hungry look ; 

He tbinkb too much ; such men aro dangerous." 

Antony and L>olabella were both men of 
some corpulcucy. The F.oman ladiej dread- 
ci abeen all things too I'ufraninoua a devel- 
opment of tho bosom ; to pK-vent it they 
ere iu ihe habit of applying to their 
breasts the raw flesh of a fish called angel. 

l at is a fluid similar to vegetable oils, in- 
odorous, and lighter than water. Besides 
1 he elements common to water, oils and wax, 
t contains carbon, hydrogen and sobacic 
cid, which is pretty similar to the acetic. 
Human fat, like that of other animals, has 
been frequently employed for various pur- 
poses. A story ie told of an Irish tallow 
handler, who, during the invasion of Crom- 
well * army, made candles from the fat of 
Englishmen, which were remarkable for 
heir good quality; but when tbe limes be- 
ame more tranquil, his goods were of an 
nferior kind, and when one of his cus- 
omers complained of his candles falling 
!T. he apologised by saying: " I am sorry 
0 inform you that tbe times are so bad 
hat I have been short of Englishmen for 
some time." 

Obesity may be oonsided a serious evil, 
s.nd has exposed corpulent persons to many 
aifrtmem. The ancients held fat people 
sovereign c id tempt. Rome of the Gen- 
oos enter their dwellings by a hole in the 
root'; and any fat person who can not g«t 
through it they consider as an excommuni- 
cated offender, who has not been able to 
himself of hi? sins. An Eastern prince 
had an officer to regulate the size of his 
subjects, and who dieted the unwieldy ones 
to reduce them to a proper volume. In 
China this calamity is considered a bless- 
ing; a man's intellectual qualities are es> 
teemed in the ratio of coporeal bulk. 

There # are cases on record among our- 
selves, w'here unwieldiness led to estima- 
tion. Tbe ooruplent antiquary, Grose, waa 
requested by his bntcber to tell all his 
friends that he bought his meat from him, 
and the paviert of Cambridge used to say, 
God bless you, sir!" to a huge Professor 
vthen he walked over their work. Fatness 
has often been the butt of jocularity. Dr. 
Stafford, who was enormously fat, was 
honcred wifff this epitaph: 



Take heed, O good traveler, ar.d dd~uot tread hard 
For here Ilea Dr. btatford ia a!l (hit I A.u/v/l-»«rttV" 
Various ludicrous anecdotes are related 
of fat people. A scene between Mr*. 0 live 
and Mrs. Pritchard, two corpulent actresses, 
must have been very amusing. Tbey were 
playing in the part* of Lady £*£y and 
Bdging, in the ' Careless Ilueband,'' when 
the former desires Edging to pick up a letter 
she bad dropped ; aad Mrs. t 'live, wbo might 
as well have attempted to raise a hundred 
pound weight, exclaimed : " Not 1, indeed; 
take it up yourself, if you like iL ' This 
answer threw the audience iuto roars of 
laughter, when Mia. Pritchard replied 
"Weil, -If you won't take up tbe letter, I 
most sad some one who will;' and so 
saying, alio beckoned to a servant in the 
wing, who came forward and terminated 
the dispute. 

Iu some countries, especially in the Bast 
moderate obesity ia considered a beauty, 
and Tunuene young ladies are regularly 
fattened for marriage— a different practice 
fiom that of the Boman matrons, wbo 
starved their daughters to make them a 
lean as possible on such occasions. 

Erasmus states that the Gordii carried 
their admiration for corpulence to suoh aa 
extent that they raised tbe fattest of them 
to the throue. It is well known that the 
preposterous size of some of the Hottentots 
is deemed a perfection, and one of their 
Venu.es was some time since exhibited in 
London. 

There is no donbt that food materially

polls by a mining population. Meanwhile, 
aa we learn from a letter in the Chicago 
Tribune, the increase of the Mormons by 
emigration goes steadily forward. Trains 
numbering, as many aa 5,000 peopk have 
recently crossed the wide de«*u whieh 
divides them from the States.

walking feather-bed." 

At th* Court of Louis the XV. there were 
two lusty noblemen, related to each other; 
th* King having rallied one of them on his 
corpulency, added: 

"I suppose you take little or no exercise? ' 

"Your Majesty will pardan me, ' replied 
the bulky Duke, "for I generally walk two 
or three times round my cousin every morn- 
ing. " 

For the cure of corpule::oy, diminution 
of food of a nutritious nature has been 
generally recommended; added to this, little 
sleep and much exercise, are advised. Acids 
to reduce fatness are frequently admin- 
istered, but have done considerable mis- 
chief. Among other wonderful accounts of 
their efficiency in such case*, It i* related 
of a Spanish General, who was of an enor- 
mous size, that ha drank vinegar until 
his bulk was so reduced that he could fold 
his skin round his body. 

For a similar purpose soap has been fre- 
quently recommended, particularly by Dr. 
Flemyfig. He began this experiment with 
one of his patients, who weighed twenty 
stone end eleven pounds (jocky weight), 
in July, 17 ol. lie took every night a quarter 
of an ounce of common Castile soap. In 
August, 1750, his bulk was reduced two 
atone, and in 17t>0 he was brought down to 
a proper oondition. 

Darwin is of opinion tint salt and salted 
meat are still more efficacious than soap. 
All these experiments, however, are gen- 
erally not only useless but pernicious, and 
frequently prove fatal. Mr. Wadd, from 
whose curious work on corpulence much is 
extracted in this article, properly observes 
that "certain ancFpermanent relief is only 
to be sought in rigid abstemiousness and a 
strict and constant attention to diet and 
exercise." Dr. Cheyne, who weighed thir- 
ty-two stone, reduced himself one-third; 
and enjoyed good health till the age of 
seventy-two. 

In another case, attended by Dr. Gregory, 
of Edinburgh, the patient wcifHied twenty- 
three stone, and, by a regular system of 
diet, was brought down to fifteen stone. In 
this instance, brown bread, wilh a certain 
quantity of bran in it, was employed; and 
it is well known that ihe alimentary secre- 
tions are materially altered by the quantity 
of bread. The article of drink also re- 
res much attention. Orpulent persons 
generally indulge to excess, and, in this 
case, every endeavor to reduce them will 
bs in vain. 

We frequently see our jockeys reducing 
themselves to the extent of a stone and a 
half in the week. A lower scale of diet is 
by no means as injurious as it is generally 
supposed. The English prisoners made by 
Tippoo 8ail>, though kept npan scanty pit- 
tance of bread and water, found themselves 
in better health than befor*, and some of 
them were cured, during their captivity, of 
liver complaints of long and severe dura, 
tion. 

JOKES IPOS LI. AX MfcV. 

If obesity has been the subject of un- 
generous jokes, leanness has not passed 
unnoticed. Aa auecdote is related of a 
reverend doctor, of a very ghostly appear- 
ance, who was one day accosted by a fel- 
low with the following ealutioa: "Well, 
Doctor, I hope you have taken care of your 
soul.'" "Why, my friend said the divine. 
"Because, replied tbe impertinent in- 
terlocutor, "your body is not worth caring 
for. ' 

When the Duke de Choiseul, a remarka- 
bly meager man, came to London to negoti- 
ate a peace, Charles Townsend being asked 
whether the French Government had sent 
the preliminaries of B treaty, answered, 
• he had sout the oatlinc of an embassador. 

HOW 10 'itT FAT. 

That change of «paro diet to a more 
nutritious food may l-r'ng un some corpu- 
lence is evinced in au anecdote of Colley 
Cibber, who relates that a poor, half starved 
actor wbo used to pl*y the apothecary in 
Romeu and Julie to the life, and with great 
applause, received an augmentation of sala- 
ry iu consequence of his popularity. Ua- 
fortunatclf, increase of wealth lead him to 
increase his fare, until hn gradually as- 
sumed a pluuipuess which unfitted him for 
tbe worn-oui pharmacopolist ; aud not being 
able to perform in any other lino, the poor 
man was discharged. However, poverly 
once more brought him dor. n to his original 
condition, when he reapnvaroi upan the 
board as triumphantly as ever. 

If ajBtaapswaf is generally a sign of good 
humor and a cheerful disposition, leanness 
frequently I 'tokens a ?.<n>r, crabber!, and 
ill-natured character. Solomon has said, 
"A merry heart doeth pool like medicine, 
but a broken spirit drieth the bones. 
This observatron, however, can not be con- 
sidered a rule in forcing a judgment of 
various tempers. This ia by no means an 
easy attempt, iu our iutercouse with the 
world, when physiognomy is not always a 
sure guide in the selection of our compan- 
ions. Dr. Franklin Ulls a singular story 
on this subject: 

"An old philosophical gentleman had 
grown, from experience, very cautious in 
avoiding ill-natured people. To endeavor 
to ascertain'their disposition, he made use 
f bis legs, one of which was remarkably 
andsome ; the other, by some accident, 
rooked and deformed. If a stranger,, at 
he first interview, regarded his ugly leg, 
more than his handsome leg, he doubted him; 
ut if he spoke of it. and took no notice of 
is handsame leg, that wai sufficient to de 
ermine the philosopher to have no 
acquantanoe with him. Every body has 
not this two-legged instrument, but every 
one, with a little attention, may observe 
igns of this oarpiug, fault-finding disposi- 
ion, and make the same resolution of 
avoiding the acquaintance of those iufeoted 
y it. I therefore advise those querulous, 
discantented, unhappy people, if they wish 
to be respeoted and beloved by others, and 
happy in themselves, to leave off looking at 
the ugly leg." 

Various expedients, in addition to a 
better diet, have been resorted to, to restore 
can persons to abetter case; bat among 
the must singular that we have on record, 
is that of flagellation. Galen says that 
horse-dealers, having been observed to fat- 
ten horses for sale by Hogging them, an 
analogous method might useful with 
spare persons who wish to become stouter. 
He also mentions slave-dealers who em- 
ployed similar means. Suetonius inform* 
that Musa, the famous physician 0:' 
Augustus, used to fustigate him, not only 
to cure him of a sciatica, but to keep him 
plump. Meibomius pretends that nurses 
whip little children to fatten them, that they 
may appear healthy and chubby to their 
mothers. No doubt but flagellation deter- 
mines a greater influx of blood to tbe sur- 
face, and may thus lead to increase the cir- 
culation and give tone to parts which 
would otherwise be languid. 

A remarkable case of leanness is men- 
tioned by Lorry, in a priest, who became 
•othin aud dry in al! his articulations, that, 
at last, he was unable to go through the 
celebration of mass, as his joints and spine 
would crack in so lond and strauge a man- 
ner at every genuliexion, that the faithful 
were terrified, and tha faithless laughed. 
One of these miserable laths once undertook 
a long journey to consult a learned pbysi 
oian ou his saiLconditiea, and having beg- 
ged to know, in a moat piteous tone, the 
cause of his desiccation, was favored with 
the following luminous answer : "Sir, 
there is a predisposition in your constitu 
tion to make you lean, and a disposition in 
your constitution to keep yon so." Another 
meager patient being told that the cele- 
brated Hunter had fattened a dog by remov- 
ing his spleen/exclaimed with a sigh: "Ob, 
sir! 1 wish Mr. Hunter had mine. 



though We frequently see enormous eaters 
wbo are miserably lean, and fat persons 
whose diet is most scanty. During the last 
war a ravenous French prisoner ate four 
pounds oAraw cow udder, tea pounds of 
raw beef, aad two pounds of candle per 
diem, diluting his meals wi'h five quarts 
of porter, and yet this ravenous brute was 
a psrfcet skeleton. 

Anatomical pursuits are also known to 
aecasion eatboHi>oi*(. This ha* been fre- 
quently observed among medical pupils. 
Professor Mascagni attributed his corpu- 
lence to his eenstant attendance on dissec- 
tions.

Wabsaw, Not. 28. 
For several days past arrangements hare 

been made, and the military authorities 
have received secret orders to hold them- 
selves in readiness, for the impending sup- 
pression of all monastic establishments 
throughout the Kingdom. The Anal instruc- 
tions arrived yesterday by courier and tel- 
egrapli. In the capital the suppression was 
carried out as follows: 

Punctually at midnight a Colonel, with 
a body of troops, repaired (o each religious 
house, assembled the monks, read to tham 
the Viceroy's order, and desired them U 
get ready to leave at half-past four by rail- 
way for a foreign country. Of the twelve 
religious establishments in Warsaw three 
were exempted, upon condition that they 
should receive no more novices, and thus 
die out gradually. The other nine ware 
suppressed in the manner stated, the officer 
in some esses leaving two monks, in others 
three, and appointing one of these as the 
future superior. By two o'clock the sap- 
B was completed in this city, and 
probably throughout the kingdom. The 
monasteries remained in the bands of the 
military, and the monks were conducted 
under a strong escort, at the appointed 
hour, to the railway station, where Adju- 
tant General llaron Korff, with his staff, 
superintended their departure. Each of 
the exiles received a sum of one hundred 
roubles to pay his expenses. Everything 
passed off without disturbance. Religions 
houses devoted to a charitable purpose— as, 
for instance, the care of the sick — and 
which have in no degree taken part in the 
insurrection, remain exempt from the sup- 
pression. Whither the banished monks 
will go is not yet kuown; it is supposed, 
however, they will distribute themselves 
over Italy and France. 

The full text of the report, drawn np in 
Russian, Get man and French, by the spe- 
cial committee appointed to examine the 
Komin Catholic monasteries and convents 
throughout the Kingdom of Poland, has 
just appeared. The enAire body of evi- 
dence, t roving undoubted participation in 
the operations of the insurgent*, has been 
giveu in the shape of a detailed register of 
individual establishment. Nothing 
has been admitted, says the report, which 
has not been distinctly proved, but — 

"Not withstanding incompleteness of the 
evidence, the committee has been unable to 
arrive at any other conclusion than that 
the monasteries and convents were among 
the chief instruments of the revolution, 
taking therein more or loss active part." 

The report then divides into the follow- 
ing heads: 

The condition of the relig'ous bouses; a 
general view of their participation in the 
iustirrec'ions ; demonstrations ; singing 
hymns; processions; assemblages of clerical 
perrons to prepare for the insurrection; re- 
cruiting for the bands and participation in 
active hostilities; concealment of insurgent 
leaders: hanging gens d'armes; daggermen; 
administering the oath to daggermen; par- 
ticipation of monks in the revolutionary 
■ rganii»tion: and, lastly, murders actually 
carried out. All the features portrayed in 
theee chapters by no means afford a com-t 
pletc picture of this complicated appear- 
ance, of which hardly anything approach- 
ing to an example is to be found in the his- 
tory of any other country. 

The report concludes: 

If the 1-V> monasteries and 42 convents 
(containing 1.G3-5 monks and nuns), 71 
monasteries with MM monks, and 4 con 
vents with 11 nuns, exist in contravention 
of the canonical rules, which ordain that 
for the better observsnce of discipline, each 
religious house shall contain at least eight 
monks or nuns. Many of these have been 
found guilty of supporting the insurrec- 
tion, of concealing bands and individual 
insurgents, of containing arms and secret 
printing presses, of administering the oath 
to assassinate, M, Among the establish- 
ments possessing the canonical number of 
inmates, It, containing 074 monks, have 
been convicted of open and distinctly 
proved participation in the insurrection. '
